APPELLATE MEDIATION

During calendar year 2012, there were 164 new
cases screened through the AMP. Of'the 164 new cases
screened, 102 were deemed either ineligible or inap-
propriate for mediation. During this time period, 27
cases were disposed at some stage in the mediation

process, representing a 44 percent disposition rate.

A breakdown of dispositions by stage showed
that 202 (54 percent) were disposed before argument.
There were 103 appeals disposed as a result of the mo-
tion calendar, accounting for another 28 percent; and
there were 68 appeals disposed after full oral argument
on the merits, representing the remaining 18 percent.

FELONY FILINGS

Superior Court filings (for all case types,
statewide) decreased by 10 percent from 15,947
in 2011 to 14,302 in 2012. Statewide felony fil-
ings dropped by 605 (11 percent) from 5,393 last
year to 4,788. Felony filings also decreased in
both Providence/Bristol and Kent Counties by 11
percent and 23 percent (423 and 206), respectively.
In Washington County, felony filings increased by
21 (5 percent), and in Newport County they rose
by just 3 (1 percent).
FELONY DISPOSITIONS

Overall, statewide felony dispositions ex-
ceeded filings. Similarly, dispositions in both Kent
and Providence/Bristol Counties exceeded filings,
resulting in disposition rates over 100 percent. In
Newport County, the felony disposition rate was
93 percent and in Washington County, it was 92
percent.
TIME TO DISPOSITION: FELONIES

The Superior Court established a goal of
180 days for the disposition of felony cases and
achieved this in roughly 57 percent of the cases
during 2012. This goal measures the time from
when a felony is filed to the case disposition. Kent
County handled 70 percent of its felony caseload

Statewide, the total number of misdemeanor ap-
peals in 2012 was 224, increasing by 21 (10 percent)
compared to last year. This increase occurred in all
counties except Providence/Bristol, which had a 7 per-
cent decline in misdemeanor filings. There was a 25
percent increase in misdemeanor appeals filed in Wash-
ington County, and in Kent and Newport Counties, mis-
demeanor filings rose by 43 and 32 percent, respectively.




MISDEMEANOR DISPOSITIONS

Collectively, statewide misdemeanor dispositions
exceeded filings in 2012. Additionally, misdemeanor dis-
positions exceeded filings in all counties, with the excep-
tion of Kent county, where the disposition rate was 84
percent
TIME TO DISPOSITION: MISDEMEANORS

Statewide, the Superior Court disposed 34 per-
cent of its misdemeanors within 90 days, which is the
Superior Court’s goal for handling misdemeanor ap-
peals from filing to disposition. Kent County had the
largest percentage of 64 percent, while Newport County
handled 52 percent of its misdemeanors within 90 days.
In Providence/Bristol County, 14 percent of the misde-
meanors were disposed within 90 days, and in Wash-
ington County it was 56 percent.
PENDING MISDEMEANOR CASELOAD

Atthe end 0f 2012, there were 150 misdemeanor
appeals pending statewide, and 73 percent (110) were
over 90 days old.
CIVIL FILINGS AND DISPOSITIONS

Civil filings decreased by 10 percent from
10,351 in 2011 to 9,290 in 2012. Through the fourth
quarter, there were a total of 25,085 civil cases dis-
posed, which included 6,811 that were disposed through
normal case processing. This figure is a decline of 407
(almost 6 percent) over last year’s civil dispositions
(7,218). The remaining 18,274 civil cases were dis-
posed on January 3, 2012 by an automated mass dis-
missal of pending unassigned cases with a filing date
prior to September 15, 2005. Under G.L. 1956 § 9-8-5,
the court is authorized to dismiss civil cases with no
action in 5 years or more, provided it complies with
the required notification.
CIVIL CASES ADDED AND DISPOSED: TRIAL
CALENDAR

Statewide, the number of cases added to the civil
trial calendar in 2012 decreased by 288 (23 percent)
with a decline in all four counties. The number of cases
added in Providence/Bristol County dropped by 26 per-
cent; Kent by 15 percent; Washington by 14 percent; and

Wayward/delinquent filings dropped by 16 per-
cent (832); termination of parental rights (TPR) petitions
by 1 percent (3); adoption/guardianship by 9 percent (44);
and violations by 11 percent (85) in 2012.

In terms of juvenile filings by location, all counties
experienced a decrease compared to last year, except
Washington County, where filings increased by 1 percent
(6). Juvenile filings declined by 616 (11 percent) in Provi-
dence/Bristol County, by 32 (7 percent) in Newport
County, and by 107 (10 percent) in Kent County.
JUVENILE DISPOSITIONS

In the wayward/delinquent category, which in-
cludes violations of probation and court orders, juve-
nile dispositions exceeded filings, statewide. Disposi-

tions also exceeded filings in Providence/Bristol County

and Washington County. In Kent and Newport Counties,
the disposition rates were 73 percent and 95 percent, re-
spectively. In the child protection category, the statewide
disposition rate was 93 percent. In Providence/Bristol and
Washington Counties, the disposition rates were 90 per-
cent and 93 percent, respectively. In both Kent and New-
port Counties, dispositions exceeded filings, resulting in dis-
position rates over 100 percent.
TIME TO DISPOSITION: JUVENILE CASES

The Family Court has established a timeframe of
180 days as the goal for adjudicating juvenile cases. This
goal measures the time from filing until a finding is entered,
not the time to final disposition of a case. In 2012, Provi-
dence/Bristol County adjudicated 56 percent of its way-

ward/delinquent cases within 180 days (again with viola-
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tions included). Kent County adjudicated 52 percent
of this caseload within 180 days. In Washington County,
51 percent of the cases were handled within the guide-
line, and in Newport County, it was 49 percent. For
wayward/delinquent cases handled by the Juvenile Ser-
vices Unit without court intervention, the goal is 45 days.
During the calendar year, 84 percent of these cases met
this goal; furthermore, 97 percent were handled within
90 days.

In child protection cases statewide, Family

Court met the 180 day guideline in 69 percent of the

DNA matters. In Providence/Bristol County, 46 per-
cent of the DNA cases and 69 percent of the TPR mat-
ters were adjudicated within 180 days.
PENDING TPR CASELOAD

A specific area the court monitors closely is the
cases pending on the contested TPR calendar in Provi-
dence/Bristol County. At the end of the year, 40 cases,
representing 27 families, remained on this calendar. Of
those 40 cases, 21 cases (representing 13 families) were

over 180 days old.

DOMESTIC FILINGS AND DISPOSITIONS

On the domestic side, divorce filings declined
from last year, decreasing by 126 (3 percent) statewide,
dropping in all counties. In Providence/Bristol County,
divorce filings declined slightly by less than 1 percent
(13), and in Kent County by 5 percent (42). Washington
County filings dropped by 33 (7 percent), while there
was a decrease of 38 (11 percent) in Newport County,
compared to last year. Divorce dispositions exceeded

filings statewide and in each county.

MISDEMEANOR FILINGS

In District Court, misdemeanor filings increased

in calendar year 2012 compared to last year. The total

number filed rose from 26,012 last year to 27,640,
an increase of 1,628 (6 percent). Misdemeanor fil-
ings increased in in both the Third and Fourth Divi-
sions, where they rose by 2,373 and 104 (29 percent
and 4 percent), respectively. In the Second Division,
filings dropped by 3 percent (71), and in the Sixth
Division they decreased by 6 percent (778).

The 27,640 statewide misdemeanor case fil-
ings in calendar year 2012 were comprised 0of 36,310
individual counts. Inthe Second Division, the 2,534
misdemeanor cases filed represented 3,565 counts,
while the Third Division misdemeanor case filings
(10,649) resulted in 13,730 counts. Furthermore, the
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2,993 misdemeanor cases filed in the Fourth
Division included 3,835 counts, and in the Sixth
Division, the 11,464 misdemeanor case filings
were comprised of 15,180 counts.
MISDEMEANOR DISPOSITIONS

In 2012, the District Court continued to
handle its misdemeanor caseload in a timely
and efficient manner. Overall, the statewide
disposition rate for misdemeanors was 95 per-
cent. The disposition rate in the Second Divi-
sion was 99 percent, while the Third Division
had a rate of 95 percent. In the Fourth Divi-
sion, the disposition rate was 96 percent, where
the Sixth Division had a disposition rate of 93
percent.

The court’s goal is to dispose of misde-
meanors within 60 days of filing. This mea-

sures the time between a case’s filing and dis-

position date. Statewide, this goal was met in 73 per-

cent of the cases. Through year-end, the Second Divi-

SUMMONSES ISSUED

The number of summonses issued to the Rhode
Island Traftfic Tribunal (RITT) increased in calendar year
2012, rising by 14 percent from 82,960 last year to 94,721.
Furthermore, the 94,721 summonses issued during this time
period included a total of 115,127 violations. In addition
to these filings, the court had increases in motion hearings,
with over 4,350 hearings, and show cause hearings, with
over 9,674 hearings. In terms of summonses by category,
those issued in one major category of breathalyzer refusals
increased compared to last year, rising by 17 percent (272),
while insurance violations increased by 1 percent (79) in
2012. The RITT summonses accounted for roughly 59

percent of the total summonses issued during the

refusals and 93 percent of insurance violations were
disposed within the 60 day timeframe.

As in the past, the majority of dispositions took place
before or at the arraignment stage, although the results were
different for certain categories. Based on statistics relating
to the number of violations (separate offenses) 22 percent
of all violations disposed occurred prior to arraignment,
while another 59 percent occurred at arraignment. Also,
82 percent of insurance violations and 26 percent of
breathalyzer refusal matters were disposed at arraignment.
